Significant Seulb Carolina Expression. 
I'erftoiT, July 19th.—The Post and Tribune 
has a letter from a prominent business man, 
formerly of this city, now of Aiken, S. C., in­ 
closing a copy of the Aiken Journal, which 
publishes an editorial regarding a Garfield and 
Arthur Club just formed there. The point is 
that though the Republicans claim that they 
do not intend to meddle with State and local 
politics, they had better beware. It says : 
“ Since the Radicals have once more dared to 
show front we must again go into the fight 
under the leadership of Hancock and English 
and utterly annihilate them for the people of 
Aiken county. We pledge the Democracy of 
South Carolina that when November comes 
there will not be enough of the Radical party 
left in Aiken county to act a - pall bearers to 
their dead ticket. We will bury it out of 
Bight under a 5,000 majority, and there will 
not be a mourner left.” Two statements in 
this article have a striking significance. The 
first is a declaration that “ the Radicals have 
bnce more dared to show f r o n t t h e second, 
“ the pledge that Aiken county should give 
5,000 majority for the Democrats.” That 
county cast 5,013 votes in 1878, and 5,119 in 
1879. Evidently the Journal's pledge means 
that.not a Radical vote shall get into the 
ballot-box in that county this falL 
A Democratic I'ircns. 
Chicago, July 19th.—The Journal says: 
The candidates on the Democratic State 
ticket of this State have organized themselves 
into a traveling show, and headed by Lyman 
Trumbull are perambulating the southern 
counties of the State together, trying to 
galvanize some life into their comatose party. 
Taey call it a Democratic circus down there. 
The Grain Outlook. 
New Y ork, July 19th.—The Tribune says 
of the wheat crop: The latest indications 
are that there will be a short crop in Great 
Britain and France, ami yet a considerably 
larger yield than last year; hence it is too 
early to judge whether the foreign demand 
will be sufficient to afford a market for the 
supposed minimum yield this year in the 
United States. Out of a crop of 452,000,000 
bushels, we have exported 180,000,000, and if 
the yield should be reduced to 420,000,000 
th¡9 year there would still be needed a foreign 
market for about 150,000,000 bushels. If the 
foreign demand should not be larger than it 
was in 1878 we should probably have left on 
our bands an unmarketable surplus of over 
60,000,000 bushels ; but there is strong reason 
to hope that it will be larger. 
The Commercial Bulletin says : The pres­ 
ent prospects have a very serious look for the 
farmers of both hemispheres, for with such an 
unprecedented oversupply as seems probable 
in this country, extraordinary low prices for 
wheat seem inevitable. With 15 cents freight 
from here to Liverpool, and 35 cents more for 
carrying from the field to the Atlantic, it is 
not likely that the Western farmers will be 
in a very flattering position for competing 
with the European farmer. The European 
fanner will be compelled to sell this year’s 
product at what he can get for it, and having 
done that only an ordinary supply will be 
needed from this country. 
The Xarraganscll Investiga!Ion. 
N ew London (Conn.), July 19th.—In the 
Narragansett investigation Captain Nye, of 
the Stonington, which collided with the Nar­ 
ragansett, attributed the collision to a mis­ 
take as to the Narragansett’s whistle. He 
took her fog-whistle as an answer to his 
whistle, and as a signal to turn to the right. 
Helotte, the helmsman of the Stonington, 
testified that the boat was hard to steer, and 
he could not turn her course alone. The 
lookout of the Narragansett testified that he 
only heard one solitary fog-whistle from the 
Stonington, and that after he saw her red 
light, a minute and a half later, she struck. 
Stephen A. Mowry, mate of the Narragan­ 
sett, testified that after the collision there 
was a good deal of excitement among the 
pasfenger?. 
Some were 
without life- 
preservers, and asked where they could get 
them, and I told them each berth ai.d each 
stateroom was supplied with one. I have 
been restricted by tne management as to the 
number of deckhands.

D enver (Col.), July 19th.—The Republi­ 
can's Leadville special says: Policeman John 
Garbille died yesterday from wounds inflicted 
on Saturday by Bakewell, Cliief of Police, 
and a committee of citizens waited on the 
Sheriff and demanded that Bakewell be de­ 
livered to them ; but the Sheriff refused, and 
placed guards around the jail. A preliminary 
trial will be held to-night at 7:30. It is 
thought Bakewell will be lynched before 
morning. He has committed three murders 
previous to this. 
The lie Com mission. 
Chicago, July 19th.—The In ter-Ocean's 
Washington special says: The first intelli- 
fence the Interior Department has from the 
Tte Commission is an assurance that they 
have reached Los Pinos and will confer to­ 
day with the Utes. The Department expects 
a complete success in executing the terms of 
agreement between Ouray and Secretary 
Schurz last February, and that by October 
the Utes will be settled on their new farms 
aud their former reservations open to settle­ 
ment. 
D enver, July 19th.—The Tril-nnc* Los 
Pinos special says: The Commission is 
waiting for the arrival of the White River 
Utes, who are expected on Tuesday night. 
The work of the Commission is much greater 
than generally supposed, and it is predicted 
that the Indians will net be moved to Grand 
river inside of a year. A majority of the 
Uncompahgres are favorable to the change, 
and will sign the treaty without much delay. 
This will in a great measure be due to Ouray, 
who has worked hard since his return from 
Washington. The only opposition, if any, 
will come from the White River Utes. 
Los Pinos, July 18th.—At an informal 
meeting yesterday Ouray informed the Com- 
mi.-sion that 100 lodges of White River Utes 
were on the way, and would arrive on Tues­ 
day night. Accordingly, at the request of 
Ouiay and the Uncompahgre Utes. the fust 
grand council, appointed for Monday, was 
[ ostponed until Wednesday. Colonel Aloney- 
peunv, President of the Commission, is quite 
hopeful that all matters will be amicably 
adjusted. McKenzie and the greater part of 
his cavalry command broke camp on Uncom­ 
pahgre river yesterday, add left for Grand 
river. 
Derision AUlrniei!. 
W ashington, July 19th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has affirmed the decision of 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office 
in the case of James Daly against the State 
of California ex rel. P. L. Weaver, involving 
an application to locate Valentine scrip on 
lands already patented to pre-emptors and 
ceitified to the State. Under Secretary De­ 
lano the applicant claimed that as these lands 
were within the county of San Francisco, 
which was consolidated with the city for a 
municipal government in 1856, the former ac­ 
tion was void on account of the Act3 of Con­ 
gress prohibiting such disposal of lands 
within the limits of incorporated towns. 
The present decision of the.Secretary is to 
the effect that the question of power to dis­ 
pose of the lands was decided by his prede­ 
cessor ; that the matter is rex adjudícala in 
the Department, and whether rightly decided 
or not he has no authority to reopen the case 
or permit a new application for the lauds. 
The Sonlli Aiuerlrnu Situation. 
Chicago, July 19th.—The Journals Wash­ 
ington special says : The State Department 
is in receipt of no additional information 
from Peru regarding the progress of the war 


with Chile. The Department still hopes that 
the offer of mediation from the United States 
will be received by the contending poaers, or 
a reconciliation be effected. The Department 
regards the confederation between Bolivia 
and Peru as the result of an effort on the 
part of the former to postpone her surrender, 
and enable her, when-it comes, to secure bet­ 
ter terms than she otherwise would. 
Placer Gold Mines In Illinois. 
Chicago, July 19th.—The Journal says : 
Again we are assured that placer gold mines 
have been discovered and are being profitably 
worked in Logan county, Illinois. There 
seems no doubt of the fact that particles of 
genuine golden treasure for some years have 
been picked up in the beds of streams run­ 
ning through the barren hills in that locality, 
but it is still a question whether the “ find ” 
is of sufficient importance to justify great ex­ 
pectations. Report Discredited. 
Cheyenne, July 19th.—The reported en­ 
gagement between two companies of the Sev­ 
enth Cavalry and the hostile Sioux is disbe­ 
lieved by the military authorities. The ru­ 
mor must have originated from the fact that 
a Crow hunting party recently encountered 
a band of Sioux 100 miles north of Fort 
Saipy, the latter being victorious. Two 
companies of the Seventh Cavalry are out 
camping for the summer, hence the connec­ 
tion of the troops with the reported fight. 
Disastrous Fire In New York. 
N ew Y ork, July 19th.—The three upper 
stories of the front part of the large building 
on First avenue* between Twenty-ninth and 
Thirtieth streets, owned by Herman Kohler, 
a wealthy brewer, were burned to-night, in­ 
volving a loss of 8300,000, distributed as fol­ 
lows : Lobb on building, 875,000 ; Manhat­ 
tan Soap Company, represented by L. V. 
Streeter & Co., 850,000; Lehemeir & 
Schwartz, manufacturers of tinfoil, 840,000 ; 
William Alunsear, engineer and machinist, 
810,000; Lyon Sewing Machine Company, 
810,000; Cigar Ribbon Company, 835,000 ; 
^Castle Braid Compauy, 850,000; Fessler & 
Co., silk factory, 85,000; S. Cox, carpet- 
cleaner, 850,000; E. O. Carrington, propri­ 
etor of the National Carpet-cleaning estab­ 
lishment, 820 000. Most of the losses are 
covered by insurance.

The Aim s of Ruxaia.I 
St. P etersburg, July 19th.—The Veeto- 
mosti declares that the aims of Russia are evi­ 
dent, and certain offensive movements harm 
nobody, for they consist only in the constitu­ 
tion of an independent Slav State of the 
peninsula, and in the opening of the Dar­ 
danelles. No Powercan have more moderate 
wishes, but it is necessary that they should be 
realized, even at the cost of great trouble, for 
uo other flag than the Russian ought to be 
allowed to wave ou the Bosphorus. Should 
that not be possible, it would be better to not 
make any char -e in the affairs of the penin­ 
sula for the present. 
The semi-official Berttj says : No intrigues 
or secret conspiracies are necessary to accel­ 
erate the collapse of the Turkish Empire. 
The situation has now come to a point where 
it is only desirable to give free hand to Chris­ 
tians in the Peninsula. A general insurrec­ 
tion might follow and streams of blood be 
shed, but the struggle would certainly not last 
long, in consequence of the political and 
moral decadence of the Porte. 
The Molerá says: We are convinced that 
all the Powers, except Austria and Germany, 
agree in a plan to liquidate the Turkish Em­ 
pire. Austria would also not be disinclined 
to share in such liquidation, if she were 
allowed to take part of the booty. For the 
moment Austria may wish lie ace preserved in 
order to wait for a more favorable time for 
reopening the Eastern question, but it must 
be regarded as a ¡ iece of good luck for the 
different nationalities of the peninsula, that 
Austria is now much occupied with home 
difficulties, aad is therefore not able to hinder 
the natural development of the affairs of the 
East. 
E u sll.h Grain Trade. 
London, July 19th.—The Mark Lane Ex 
press says : The weather continues showery 
aud unsettled, and heavy rains in certain 
districts have flaid the grain crop. The ex­ 
cessive rain-fall at this critical period tended 
to emphasize the ficmness which has recently 
characterized the grain trade, owing to deple­ 
tion of granary stocks. For English wheat 
prices have been well sustained, and in some 
cases slightly higher ; but the offerings are so 
small and the quality so inferior that the 
choice has been much restricted. Conse­ 
quently there has been a good demand for 
such qualitias of grain as can be substituted, 
notably Australian and New Zealand, which 
readily brought from 49 to 51 shillings. Red 
wheat continues unusually scarce, particu­ 
larly Saxonska aud winter American, both of 
which are readily taken at 53 shillings. In 
spite of the good harvest prospects in Amer­ 
ica and Europe, tiWre appears little chance 
of any decline in the immeciate future, 
while the possibility of a smart rise 
is quite on the cards. Stocks of wheat 
in London, July 1st, were nearly 92,000 quar­ 
ters less than on the same date in 1879. while 
it is estimated that the total of about 136,000 
quarters included a large proportion of for­ 
eign wheat, which, during the past fortnight, 
has gone rapidly into consumption. Stocks 
of maize are also largely diminished, while 
oats show little variation. Business in both 
was quiet, but in the case of maize this was 
chiefly due to a scarcity of spot sales readily 
made on Friday at 24s. Continental buyers 
were also in the market, but their operations 
were restricted by lack of available produce. 
Sales of English wheat were 16,999 quarters 
at 43s, against 23,419 quarters at 44s 101 the 
same week of the previous year. Imports 
into the United Kingdom for the week end­ 
ing July 10th were 185,116 cwts of wheat and 
131,353 cwts of flour. 
Rifle Slionting. 
W im bledon, July 19th.—In the contest for 
the Albert prizes (first stage) at the 900 yards 
range, to-day, the Americans, with a good 
light, made wonderful shooting, the best be­ 
ing Scott, whose total at the two ranges was 
118, Farrow 116, Jackson 115, Brown 114. 
The best British scores were 115, 114 and 112, 
by Humphrey, Mclsaac and Rigby. Thus, 
as far as is known, Scott and Farrow are first 
and Jackson and Humphrey are tied for the 
third place. In the Halford competition, 
Fentou takes the first prize, and Jack­ 
son the second. 
Rockwell tied with 
another and divides the third prize. 
In the Curtis and Harvey competition, 
Humphrey takes ths first prize and Farrow 
and three others are equal for the second. In 
tfie shooting for the St. Leger prizes, four 
made the highest possible score, including 
Jackson and Brogon, and divide the prize for 
the Any Rifle Association Cup.

A SCIENTIFIC HOAX. 


The figure of Newton in the sciont: c 
imagination is only comparable to that of 
Shakespeare in poetry; and his e trao:- 
dinary fame chiefly rests on his grand d! *- 
oovery of the law of universal gravitation. 
To take away this from his credit would bs 
like proving that “ Hamlet,” “ M.~.obet! ’ 
Othello ” and the “ Merchant of ' enic; 
were purloined by Shakespeare from seme 
other pen. Nevertheless this is precisely 
what was attempted some years ago by v 
learned member of the French Academy or 
Sciences, M. Cfcasle», who must not. bo 
confounded with M. l'hilarete Chasiea. 
Chasles declared that Newton had pilfered 
his discovery from an older source, and 
the news fell upon the scientific world 
like a bomb shell. 
To prove his as­ 
sertions, M. Chasles produced a show 
of faded yellow manuscripts, purportin' 
to be letters from Pascal to Sir Isaac, con­ 
taining the germ of the great idea. T a 
documents were plainly ancient, lor the 
ink had been tested by chemical means ; ij 
was remarked, however, that the atvle of 
French in which they were written did not 
agree with the date alleged. The letter- 
and other documents produced by M. 
Chasles at the same time were said to have 
belonged to the Abbey cf Tours. The* 
they came into the posteseion of a certain 
Count de Boisjourdam, who emigrated to 
America in 1791, and was wrecked on his 
return, losing all his effects except his 
precious manuscripts, which ho ultimately- 
sold to keep himself in bread. From the 
hands of the Count the said documents 
passed into the keeping of him who gave 
them in turn to M. Chasles. 
Such 
was the story, and to the acute 
objections of Mr. Braid, of Glasgow 
Chasles audaciously produced another 
letter from Galileo, which proved that 
Pascal had made known his discoveries to 
him. This letter was dated 16r0, and on 
its being pointed out that Galileo was 
struck blind in 1638, M. Chasles, nothing 
daunted, met his critics again with a letter 
from Galileo to Pascal, in which he warned 
his “ young friend'’ not to betray the se­ 
cret that he had not lost his sight as re­ 
ported, but had only prei ended to have 
lost it, in order to prevent his enemies 
from persecuting him. 
There was no 
combating this unequivocal evidence, and 
the savants of the Academy admitted that 
M. Chasles had triumphed, and deserved 
well of posterity for proclaiming the truth. 
Thus encouraged, M. (.(basics became a 
mine of antiquarian weallh, and showed 
letters from most of the famous men and 
women of old times—both saints and sin­ 
ners—all in French of the seventeenth 
century. Among these he exhibited a cor­ 
respondence from Alexander the Great to 
Aristides, several notes from Attila the 
Hun, and the widow of Martin Luther; 
and sundry communications from Judas 
Iscariot to Mary Magdalene, and from Laz­ 
arus to St. Peter. These astounding docu­ 
ments were produced by M. Chasles with 
such an air of perfect good faith, that it 
wa3 impossible to doubt him. He stated 
that he had purchased 27,000 manuscripts 
for £5,000, but would not betray the 
source, lest others should share in it. At 
last the exposure came in spite of M. 
Chasles, who turned out to bo a miserable 
dupe. A committee was sent to Florence 
to inquire into the authenticity of a pre­ 
tended autograph of Galileo, aud on its 
being judged apocryphal, the materials of 
the fraud were discovered. The forger 
was an ill-educated fellow named Vrain- 
Lucas, a native of Chartres, who was taken, 
tried and severely punished.—[Chambers’ 
Journal.—

" MORE WATER TALK.” 
A contemporary treats the “ water 
ooom ” 'lightly, and thinks it an annual 
complaint of but Blight importance. If the 
paper in question will take the pains to 
sound the public sentiment on the subject 
rather than its own prejudices, it will be as­ 
tonished to find ninety-nine out of one hun­ 
dred of our citizens favor the position taken 
by the Record-Unios. Itis a simple one. It 
calls only for inquiries, for development of 
facts, and these no city officer, however 
much he may be in love with river sedi­ 
ment and tule extract, can, in discharge of 
his duty, honestly refuse to make for the 
people. 
Is it trae, as alleged, that over 2,500,000 
gallons of water, pure, clear, soft and 
healthful, is drawn daily from bored wells 
in and near the city ? 
Is it true that, with her pipes all laid 
and her engines and pumps in hand, Sac­ 
ramento can, on her own property,'sink 
wells, strike clear, pure water and put it 
into the pipea as cheaply or cheaper than 
she does the machine-destioying grit she 
now pumps up ? 
Is it true that scientists differ wildjy as 
to the purity of river supplies, and that 
such men as Professor Huxley declare the 
waters of rivers receiving town and coun­ 
try drainage to be dangerous for domestic 
uses ? 
It will not cost the city a dollar to ascer­ 
tain these facts, and “ off-color” river- 
water sophistries will not suffice as replies. 
tVe have a Hoard of Health competent and 
probably willing to aid in the inquiries, 
and they can l.c made and reported npon 
inside of one week. Who is it that fears 
inquiry ? Who is it that closes his eyes to 
the fact that from fifty to seventy-five 
wells are now in use, and that the city 
water revenue is threatened ? Who is it 
that talks of sipage water at 116 feet depth, 
and who is it that does not know that 
sipage a: a considerable depth isuatural fil­ 
tration and better than surface flow? Who 
is it, in short, that is in favor of going to 
mill forever with the stone in one end of 
the bag and the wheat in the other? A 
hint is thrown out that it is possible a 
mountain supply may he obtained through 
flames. Possibly. Iiut that means money 
to a corporation and a round bounty to 
outsiders, no revenue to the city, and still 
a river supply ; yet it too rhoukl have in­ 
quiry. Hut if, as has been alleged, there 
is a subterranean river of pure water be­ 
neath us, with no ownership back of it, why 
not look after it ? The truth it, no denial 
has been made of the facts relative to weiis 
reported in the local columns of the Rkcobd. 
U nion, and “ the victims,” so termed, who 
bore the wells and use the water, know 
that they are undeniable—for instance, 
Messrs. Scheld, .Sanborn, Borchcs, Aiken, 
Hose, Lachman, Tryon, Knauer, ('aid­ 
er wood, Weisil ami others.

be well to recall the fact that Stockton has 
supply from a subterranean source, pays no 
tribute to a ditch company, and her people 
drink no sediment. 


GENERAL 
ARTHUR'S LETT ER OF AC­ 
CEPTANCE. 
General Arthur has forwarded to the 
proper committee his letter accepting the 
nomination for the Vice-Presidency at the 
hands of the Republican party. He an­ 
nounces his approval of the platform of 
the party in a single straightforward sen­ 
tence. But ou certain topics he adds a few 
expressions of his own, and devotes them 
largely to arraignment of the Democracy 
for its persistent effort to break down the 
guards the Republican party has thrown 
about the ballot-box to secure its purity. 
He shows that he ha3 a thorough compre­ 
hension of the wisdom and necessity of 
those laws, and the dangers to follow their 
abrogation. These laws, have as he says, 
crushed “ violence and wrong,"and to their 
undoing the Democracy has bent its energy, 
even going to the extent of threatening to 
refuse appropriations for the carrying on of 
the Government if the demands of the 
party in this regard were not acceded to, 
by the President signing the destructive 
bills the majority in CoDgress had passed. 
He points out that in the former slave- 
bolding Stales and increase of representa­ 
tion was attained by the elevation to citi­ 
zenship of former 
slaves, yet the 
men thus accorded greater powers in 
national legislation have sought to rob of 
their votes those through whose enfran­ 
chisement the increased representation was 
gained. Give the Democracy the power 
and it will accomplish this end. The Re­ 
publican party is a necessity to prevent 
this. It longs for a full and real reconcili­ 
ation, and, sincerely offering the hand of 
good will, asks only in return the pledge 
of good faith. 
Coming to the question of 
the public service, he pronounces unhesi­ 
tatingly in favor of stability in the tenure 
of office, the calling to it of those thor­ 
oughly qualified by ability, fidelity and in­ 
tegrity, and he applies to the question what 
he deems the best methods by which to at­ 
tain the highest results, a simple test, to wit: 
the rules which should be applied to the 
management of public service should in 
the main conform to such as regulate the 
conduct of successful private business. 
Undoubtedly when the Government can 
secure in its service aR good management 
as the correct business man enforces in his 
private business affairs an exceedingly high 
standard will have been attained. He holds 
that the acceptance of public office iu no 
wise impairs any right of citizenship in the 
officer or infringes his liberty of “ thinking, 
“ speaking or acting in political matters 
“ according to his own will and conscience, 
“ provided only he honorably, faithfully 
“ and fully discharge all his official duties.” 
Concerning the financial question, he re­ 
fers with pride to the resumption brought 
about by his party, and the prosperity con­ 
sequent. “ There must be no deteriorated 
“ coin, no depreciated paper, and every 
“ dollar, whether of metal or paper, should 
“ stand the test of the world's fixed stand- 
“ ard.” 
These principles he announces 
as those which to him seem the right rules 
for the government of the relations of the 
elements of a currency. He is emphati­ 
cally opposed to the diversion of any rev­ 
enues of the State or natWn to the support of 
sectarian schools, and holds that the advan­ 
tages of our common school bystem should 
be brought within the reach of every cit­ 
izen. 
He favors such changes in the tariff 
system “ as will relieve overburdened 
“ industry, and enable manufacturers and 
“ artisans to compete successfully with 
“ tho=e of other lands.” Works of inter­ 
nal improvement, national iu character, 
should have Government aid, and it should 
promote the development of our water 
courses and harbors, wherever the general 
interests of commerce require it. He calk 
attention to the political situation, the at­ 
tempt of a party to gain complete political 
ascendency which fikds its main support 
among those who sought a forcible disrup­ 
tion of the Union, anel believes there 
is grave reason to fear that its triumph, if 
its candidates are elevated to power, will 
be signaled by “ exorbitant claims upon 
“ the public treasury, by no means limited 
“ to the hundred of millions already cov- 
“ t red by bills introduced in Congress 
“ within the past four years.” The letter ¡ 
is a frank one. It fairly sketches the po­ 
litical faith of the man who, iu event of 
his election to the Vice-Presidency, might 
become, on the happening of a contingency, 
the Chief Magistrate. The letter is not of 
the scholarly cast of General Garfield's, 
l»ut the patrotism of the writer is manifest, 
and its open expression admits of no doubt 
in the mind of the reader. The Republi­ 
canism of its author cannot be questioned. 
He clearly foresees the dangers liable to 
follow the success of tiie Democratic party, 
and does not hesitate to point them out. 
It is the letter of the fearless man, who 
knows the political history of his country 
and understands it. It is the unmistakable 
expression of one who sincerely believes 
as he forcibly declares—and that belief is 
in the current with the best thonght of the 
age- that the career of his party, “ so illus- 
“ tricus in a great and patriotic acliieve- 
“ ment, will not fulfill its destiny until 
“ peace and prosperity are established in 
“ all the land ; until liberty of thought, 
“ conscience ami action, and .equality of 
“ opportunity shall not he merely cold 
“ formalities of the statutes, but living 
“ birthrights which the humble may confi- 
“ dently claim, and the powerful dare not 
“ deny."

MATTERS IN FRANCE. 
In France Rochefort has returned to his 
old forge, and is doing his utmost to bring 
matters to a white heat by bitter denuncia­ 
tions of Gamhetta and the republican form 
of government as administered in that 
country to day. Gamhetta, on the other 
band, defies all attacks, and* declares the 
new republican institutions to be able to 
withstand all socialistic assaults. We be­ 
lieve he is right; that Rochefort's power 
is gone. At present he is a novelty, but 
that he can rally the discordant elements 
to any acia which will even amount to 
danger to the Government we cannot be­ 
lieve. Of course, in such a country as 
France all things are possible, but the 
probability of Rochefort again being a 
dangerous power in the land is very re­ 
mote. 
The Government has shown its 
confidence in the strength of its policy, 
by a direction to its agents abroad 
to aid with funds all amnestied Commun­ 
ists who desire to return to France, and 
are so financially crippled as to need pecu- 
Aiiarv aid. 


That the people of the valley and the 
coast cities and towns of California need 
summer rests will not be denied. The 
change of air involved by resort to sum­ 
mer resting-places means renewed vitality. 
We use the word rest in its broadest sense. 
If people seek summer resorts to dissi­ 
pate, to exercise unduly, to keep late 
hours, to guzzle and drink, and to eat and 
gorge, they utterly mistake the purpose of 
leaving the business groove at all. Now' 
rest means gain in health, ami that means 
better labor ou return to business. Rest is 
best secured by chance of air, by depart­ 
ure from the usual daily scenes, in short 
by getting out of the groove. In Europe 
it has become the annual and almost uni­ 
versal custom for employers to so arrange 
their business that every employe shall 
rest from his labors for a time by going 
from his home for some days. The Amer­ 
ican business men are rapidly coming to 
this practice, too, and both have found 
their gain iu the better results of the 
labor of his refreshed, invigorated em­ 
ploye. A tonrist relates that in F.ngland 
many large houses compel their employes 
to take these “ changes,” whether they 
wish to or not, and the result is that dis­ 
ease is lessened, life lengthened, labor 
lightened and business advanced. 
Now in California more than in any 
other State opportunities offer for recre­ 
ative changes. Our summers are long, our 
resorts are many. The coast from San 
Diego to the Oregon line is dotted with 
places for retiracy, which in salubrity of 
air and beauty of scenery far surpass any 
upon the other side. Our mountains, with 


their lofty lakes of marvelous beauty ; our 
canyons, with their grandeur of depth and 
their awiulness of quiet; our mountain 
streams, with their 3hy inhabitants ; our 
tahle-lands, with their gentle warmth ; our 
broad stretches of valley, with their invit­ 
ing country homes and pleasant villages— 
all beckon to the tired worker and speak 
to him of rest, release from burden and 
bustle, of recuperation and of new powers. 
The romantic McCloud ; the darkly-rolling 
Pit ; the broad meadows of Plumas; the 
cool retreats of Lassen : the invigorating 
altitudes of the Sierras ; the silvery bosom 
of Tahoe; the fairy*beauty of Independ­ 
ence, Donner and Weber lakes ; the can­ 
yons of the Yuba, the Feather and the 
American; the deep recesses of El Dorado’s 
forests ; the half-explored regions of the 
southern Sierras ; the beauties of Amador ; 
the awe-inspiring depths and cascades of 
Yosemite ; the wonders of the big tree 
groves; the smooth Leaches of Santa 
Monica and Santa Barbara; the many 
wonderful springs of the Southern coun­ 
ties ; the bracing climate of Monterey ; 
the gentle roll of the surf at Santa Cruz ; 
the quiet of the smaller bays and pebbly 
beaches north of i t ; the beauties of the 
Santa Cruz mountain tops; the rural de­ 
lights of the coast valleys, with their re­ 
treats and springs, from Lake county down 
to San Bernardino; the equable atmos­ 
phere of such sanitariums as Saueelito and 
San Rafael ; the bracing breezes of the 
northern coast, clear up tig Humboldt bay ; 
the magnificent waters of Clear lake ; the 
boundless depths of Mendocino’s forest 
retreats, and the great hunting grounds 
north of them ; the health-giving atmos­ 
phere of the Coast Range valleys; the 
score of boiling springs in the Geyser can­ 
yon ; the lofty slopes of St. Helena and 
the Shasta mountains ; the craggy attrac­ 
tions of Trinity—these are but a few of 
the retreats which give voice to the echo 
of the poet, “ God made the country.” 
We should go to the country, then. We 
can select the quiet, economic rural re­ 
treat ; camp beneath the broad and tented 
sky for less, live a fortnight at the lakes 
for a little more, or he prodigal of our 
means at the coast watering-places. We 
have a choice vouchsafed to no other peo­ 
ple on the face of the globe. We may find 
any desired climate ; we may go five hun­ 
dred miles or but twenty miles and yet se­ 
cure perfect change of air, scene and asso­ 
ciation. We need more holidays. They 
are capital investments. They pay better 
than any other stock. A summer flight 
brings us into new fields, tempers our 
judgment of our neighbors, broadens our 
ideas of nature, enlarges our views of hu­ 
manity, strengthens us in good resolves, 
gives time for reflection, makes us ac­ 
quainted with our own people, and gives 
us opportunity to study their purposes and 
methods in life. Hence the summer exo­ 
dus is benefical to society ; it brings face 
to face people who seldom otherwise meet, 
and the result is pregnant with benefits for 
the common good. 
But the great drawback, the one ob­ 
stacle to a more general adoption of sum­ 
mer-resting, is said to be found in onrgieat 
distances. It costs much to travel; and yet 
travel here is as cheap as can he expected. 
Only those well supplied with means, then, 
can go to the ixore distant places. For­ 
tunately, however, the coast resorts are 
but short distances from the valleys, and 
there is scarcely a valley resident who can­ 
not, at nominal cost and in a very few 
hours, reach a very desirable resting-place 
on the coast, so many are they. .So, too;* 
with the mountains; their cool retreats are 
attainable by the poorest of valley people, 
for they may lie reached by the simplest 
and most economic means. Hence we do 
not think the excuse of cost sufficient, for 
it is demonstrable that what one would 
spend at home in the same time, will, in a 
large number of cases, afford the family a 
week or more cf tent life- and than that 
there is nothing better—in foothill or in 
mountain. 
The seeker for rest and renewed vitality 
should avoid the largest crowd ; the best 
enjoyment he must learn is not to be had 
in the greatly crowded places. He ought 
to go where he can wear his old clothing 
with a perfect disregard for appearances, 
content alone with neatness and clean­ 
liness. If he determines to rest beneath 
the shade, beside the sighing brooks, 
among the sturdy rocks, and to clasp the 
brown bosom of mother earth, let him not 
make up an outfit of broadcloth and patent 
leather; rather let him w ear homespun 
and patches if he would expcr ence the 
soul-cxpauding feeling of freedom in 
“ roughing it.” It is a precious privilege to 
he able to flee from dusty streets, hot side­ 
walks aud burning walls, and rest beneath 
the oak’s shade or the pioe trees protect­ 
ing arms. He should therefore go from 
the one to the other free, care free, busi­ 
ness free, almost thought free, and, above 
all things, dress free. He shquld take his 
childicn, too, introduce them to nature in 
her rougher garb, and teach them in the 
solitude of the forest, beside the roaring 
sea, on the mountain tops, or in the mirrors 
of the lakes to look from nature up to 
nature's God.

At Wells, Nev., a large number of calves 
and yearlings are rapidly dying from a 
disease called the “ black foot.” 
The Silverton (Or.) Narrow-gauge will 
be finished to that place in four weeks. 
Five hundred men are employed. 
Hollister, with over twenty places 
where intoxicating liquors are sold, has 
not a single temperance organization. 
Near Rock, Capay valley, Yolo county, 
a farmer reports finding the track of a 
snake which measured 22 inches across. 
The mosquito has been so aggressive 
that work had to he suspended iu some of 
the fields and orchards about Haywards 
last week. 
The Merced Vigilance Committee had a 
general rodeo last week, and ran in a num­ 
ber of the vermin that infest the San Joa­ 
quin valley at the harvest season. 
Since his marriage Sam Davis, of the 
Carson Appeal, frequently uses the edito­ 
rial “ w e” in his columns, when prior to 
that event it was “ the editor of the Ap­ 
peal."

The Grand Central Hotel block at Oak­ 
land, it is reported, lias been bought by the 
South Pacific Coast Railroad Company, 
which will erect a colossal depot and ware­ 
house upon it. 
There are 39S mortgages recorded in Ma­ 
rin county, representing §1,738,057. Last 
year the number of entire assessments was 
1,000 ; this year, under the law requiring 
subdivisions, there are 3,300. 
The Santa Anna Herald says that on the 
morning of the 4th a favorite cow be­ 
longing to Mr. Rosenbaum gave birth to 
three fine calves—two white and one 
spotted. The cow family were doing well 
at last reports. 
The W oodland Democrat says : We 
learn, on good authority, that the glanders 
in the most virulent form has appeared 
among horses and mules on the road lead­ 
ing to M erritt Station from the locality 
immediately cast of Willow slough. 
Austin, Nevada, is having trouble about 
her water supply. Water is disappearing 
from the wells in the city. The Reveille 
speaks of one well in which the water, 
three weeks ago, was eighteen feet in 
depth, and now* there is not over a foot. 
The beehive has long been an emblem of 
industry among the Masons, but it re­ 
mained for Dayton, Nev., to vivify it into a 
reality at a Masonic hall. A veritable 
swarm of bees has located over the door of 
the lodgc-roorn there and engaged vigor­ 
ously in its industrial pursuit of gathering 
and storing sweetness. 
Says the Fresno Expositor; C. I). Davis 
exhibits a fossilized tooth found on upper 
King’s river. Ic is 7J inches long, ,‘ÍJj 
inches wide and 3 inches deep, that is 
from the surface of the tooth to the gums, 
where it seems to have been broken off. 
It is deeply notched, and evidently belongs 
to some prehistoric water reptile. 
One of those queer freaks which Nature 
takes sometimes v.aa seen in Qnitrtz valley, 
Siskiyou county, last Sunday night, in tiie 
shape of a belt of white frost abofct forty 
yards wide and reaching across the valley. 
The boundaries of this frozen belt were 
distinctly maiked, and the vegetation 
within its lines was incontinently wilted. 
Six weeks ago a setter pup was born in 
San Jose with only three legs. The pup 
otherwise was perfectly formed, and is now 
as healthy and frisky as one could wish. 
The missing member is the right fore. leg. 
The canine gets around about as well as his 
perfectly formed relatives, and docs not 
seem to consider himself a3 entitled to any 
sympathy. 
An idea of the importance of the Los 
Angeles division of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad can be gathered frilly the fact 
that there are now at Loa Angeles fifty 
locomotives, sixteen of them among the 
largest iu the United Stites, besides an al­ 
most countless number of cars of every 
description, to which additions are being 
made almost daily. 
A fire occurred between !) and 10 o’clock 
Friday night, at Sylvester Graves’ place on 
the Saratoga road, about two miles from 
the town of Santa Clara, and near the 
Rucker chapel, which destroyed his barn 
and ita entire contents, valued at about 
§0,000. Eleven fine horses, of the best 
stock in the vicinity, perished in the tire, 
and one more was so badly injured that it 
will die. 
/ 
The Contra Costa Gazette reports a fire 
last Tuesday on the ranch of the McCabe 
brothers, six miles west of Brentwood. 
Mr. Sharp, of Ygnacio valley, was thrash­ 
ing the crop, and about sunset, while the 
thrashing party were at supper, a cloud of 
smoke was seen, and on rushing in that di­ 
rection they found the separator, cleaner 
and derrick forks destroyed, as well as the 
product of fifty acres of grain in stacks. 
An enormous piece of rock recently fell 
in a narrow canyon between Rock creek 
andCharaberlain flats, in Klickitat county, 
W. T. It came from a ledge above a road, 
and nearly crushed a traveler and his 
horse. It then went over the precipice, 
flying through the air a distance of 1,700 
feet, went through a band of stray sheep 
below, numbering about 75, killing out­ 
right about 45 of them, while the rest were 
hut led through the air against the sur­ 
rounding rocks aud maimea or injured. 
A correspondent of the R eco rd U nion 
sends the following from Middletown, Lake 
county : The Republican* of Middletown 
met in the school-house on the ltith instant 
and organized a Gartield and Arthur club, 
with 41 members on the roll. The follow­ 
ing persons were elected officers of the 
club : President, J. B. Lynn ; Vice-Presi­ 
dents, W. R. Coburn, Leon Lobe, John R. 
Bank? ; Secretary, John Good, Jr. ; Treas­ 
urer, John B. Preble ; Sergeant-at-Arms, 
George Farley. Considerable enthusiasm 
was manifested, rousing speeches were 
made, and several persons who have here­ 
tofore acted with the Democracy were 
among the first to sign the roll. 
Last Wednesday, says the Haywards 
Journal, Andy Harrington captured a deer 
in a singular manner. He was fishing in 
the San Lorenzo creek, two miles east of 
Haywards, when his attention was attract­ 
ed by a rushing noise above him, and a 
young deer dashed down the bill at full 
speed, closely followed by two coyotes. 
Harrington dropped behind a bush, and 
the deer, turning down the creek bed Hew 
by the bush so close that he was able to 
grapple him, and after ?. brief struggle suc­ 
ceeded in capturing the prize. The deer, 
which weighed only about thirty pounds, 
was brought home and purchased by Col, 
Hayward, 


MINING NOTTS. 
Some fine discoveriesTiave been recently 
_ made in the Shingle canyon district, near 
^Georgetown, N. M. 
’ The gravel mines at Dogtown, Calaveras 
county, are said to be paying well. Qmte 
a number of miners are employed in the 
various mines in that section. 
Near Summit City, Alpine county, a 
gold and silver-hearing ledge of base metal 
ore has been developed, twenty feet wide. 
At a depth of 200 feet tbe ore assayed 
§000. 
The Picche (Nev.}, Record states that 
some vandals had injured the works of the 
Mazeppa mine, at that place, to the amount 
of §3,000, by caving it and tilling up drifts 
and cuts. 
In Butte county, near Orovflle, the 
Minerva mine is thoroughly opened, and 
can put thirty tons of rock on the dumps 
daily. Roek assays at least §55, and can 
be taken out for §2. 
One of the largest lumps of solid gold 
ever seen in San Francisco, and now on 
exhibition, is about fourteen inches long by 
seven iu width and six in bight. Its value 
was estimated at §55,000. 
The Dutch Flat Forum learns that a 
pretty fair strike has been made in the 
Franklin mine, just at the edge-of town. 
There was §15 taken out of two pans of 
dirt. They expect to find still better pay­ 
dirt soon. 
As j’et there are no indications of a 
diminution of the water supply—either at 
present nor in the near future—and work 
continues to be ardently pressed upon all 
the claims in this vicinity, says the Cala­ 
veras Chronicle. 
The Eastern papers report that the 
present activity in mining in Utah equals 
the booming days of the Emma mine, and 
it is estimated that fully §10,000,000 have 
been invested there since last spring by 
Eastern capitalists. 
Hon. John C. New, ex-Treasurer of the 
United States, is the President of the For­ 
tuna Mining Company, whose claim is sit­ 
uated at Nevada city, and also of the Trin­ 
ity Hydraulic Mining Company. He is 
largely interested in other mining proper­ 
ties. 
The tunnel of the Bald Mountain Exten­ 
sion Company near Forest City is now in 
over twenty-two hundred feet, and the 
progress made Í3 one hundred and eighty 
feet a month. There are now only four­ 
teen hundred more to run. Three shifts 
are being worked. The formation is still 
mountain lava. 
For the last week the mine of Dr. Bae- 
low, situated in Rough and Ready town­ 
ship, on the south side of the South Y'uba 
river, has been producing very heavy sul- 
phureted ore. When in 50 feet from the 
shaft the drift struck a five-foot ledge. It 
is the same body of ore found in the shaft 
but has increased in size to a remarkable 
extent. 
Parties are now at work upon the coal 
mines in the Cajon Pass, says the San Ber­ 
nardino Index. Those interested as own­ 
ers have sold to the railroad company for 
a good round sum if they can show the bed 
to be four feet in thickness. From what is 
stated it will not be long before it will 
change ownership, as they have about that 
in sight now. 
Utah men engaged in mining in Idaho, 
say they have a great deal of trouble iu 
getting mill and furnace machinery de­ 
livered. owing to the scarcity of teams, and 
they fear the season will be well advanced 
befure smelters and mills can be place I in 
running Order. Meantime ore accumulates 
at the mines, but the boys can’t get the 
ducats out of it till the machinery is in 
motion. 
A gentleman, recently from Mojave 
county, informs us that in Mineral Park 
District several new mills are being erect­ 
ed. Much prospecting is reported as being 
done in various parts of that county, with 
good results, so far as fiuds are concerned, 
but the grc-at difficulty is the absence of 
capital. It is said that the Vulture and 
the McCracken mills are about starting 
up. 
The Indiaii3 are apparently peace­ 
able.—[Tucson Star. 
A Frenchman named G any on discovered 
a rich gold quartz ledge iu Hoircy Lake 
valley a few days since, says the Reno 
(Nev.) Gazette, about five mile3 southeast 
of Janesville. The ledge ia situated high 
up on the hillside, and about a quarter of a 
mile from the post road. The float-rock is 
rich in free gold, and the quartz is rusty. 
The claim is to he developed as fast as pos­ 
sible and the necessary capital is said to be 
at the disposal of the locators. 
According to the Virginia (Nev.) Enter­ 
prise, some of the hottest places ever found 
in the mines have long since been passed by. 
These were on the 1200 and 1400 foot levels 
of the Gould & Curry and bonanza mines. 
This heat was at points where there were 
soft, decomposing rucks and soft clay in 
places where there was very little water. 
On the same level, in the same drift, and at 
hut short distance apart, there is found to 
be great difference in the heat of rock. 
Three holes may be bored in the floor of a 
drift fifty feet apart, and a thermometer 
placed in each, when the temperature will 
probably he found to vary from fifteen to 
twenty degrees.

CAPTAIN EADS. 


ARRIVAL OF TEE EMINENT ENGINEER 
IN SACRAMENTO. 


Some Sketch of Him and His Works, And 
a Report of a Conversation with 
Him Yesterday.

Captain James B. Eads, the widely-known 
aud eminent civil engineer, arrived in this 
city yesterday to assume the position of Con­ 
sulting Engineer for 
the State upon the 
debris retention problem, and the question of 
the improvement of our navigable rivers. He 
took rooms at the Arcade Hotel, where his 
headquarters will lie for the present. 
Ho 
proposes to apply himself at once to the 
business which has called him to the coast, 
arid his verdict upon the problems named will 
be awaited with the profoundest interest. 
Captain Eads is a native of Lawrenceburg, 
Indiana, and is about 00 years of age. 
He is 
about 5 feet 10 inches high, of spare build, 
dark gray eyes, hair almost white, full gray 
whiskers worn short. 
He was yesterday 
visited by a representative of the R ecobd- 
U nion, who requested his views upon various 
engineering topics, and, of 
course, upon 
those of such deep local significance. 
He 
was found to be a gentleman of unassuming 
manners, very plain and modest and of pleas­ 
ing 
affable 
disposition. 
He warms in­ 
stantly upon 
engineering 
subjects being 
broached, and seems to derive great pleas­ 
ure 
in 
speaking of 
them. 
Concerning 
our mining debris, the scouring out of the 
Sacramento river, and the protection of lands 
from its oveiflows, Mr. Eads, while convey­ 
ing the idea by his expressions that he was 
somewhat surprised at the alleged extent o f 
detritus deposited, and the character of the 
river to be treated, yet was not embarrassed 
by the problems involved, and 
he will 
approach the work with boldness. 
H e re­ 
fused to express auy opinions concerning 
these question», and said he should refrain 
from duing so until he had made examina­ 
tions to justify them. 
Captain Eads was asked if it was true that 
he was a steamboat Captain at one time. 
He replied that he was first a clerk in a 
dry goods store, and in 1S39 became clerk of 
a .Mississippi steamer. 
H e devoted all his 
spare moments to the study of engineering 
during that time. He was never a steamboat 
captaiD. 
He was asked what wa3 his first practical 
work. 
He replied that in 1812 he constructed a 
diving-bell boat, followed by larger boats and 
apparatus for recovering sunken cargoes and 
vessels. Iu this work he was largely engaged, 
working his inventions upon the Slississippi 
and other rivers. 
Later he erected glass 
works at St. Louis. 
- 
Captain Eads wa3 asked when the idea first 
occurred to him to enter on the work of im­ 
proving the navigation of the Mississippi. 
He replied that in 185G he proposed to re­ 
move obstructions in the channel of W est­ 
ern rivers, the Ohio, Mississippi and other 
streams ; but though a bill passed the House 
in Congress for the work in 1857 it was too 
late for the Senate. 
“ When did the question of building iron­ 
clads for the river first present itself to his 
mind?” 
“ In 1861,” he said, “ the President coun­ 
seled him relative to the construction of 
armor-plated boats, and he built for the Gov­ 
ernment eight such boats within 100 days. 
They were the first ever used by the United 
States Government, and some of them were 
in the fight at Fort H en ry a long time before 
the Monitor descended on the rebel ram in 
Hampton Roads. 
The next year he con­ 
structed six irou-turreted 
aud 
iron-plate 
vessels for the Government, with machinery 
for working the 15-inch guns by steam, so 
that every three-quarters of a minute they 
could be discharged, and thus steam was first 
brought into use in the working of heavy 
artillery.” 
Captain Eads was asked when he entered 
upon the work of the great bridge over the 
Mississippi at St. Louis? 
He replied that the work extended from 
1867 for seven years. 
What was the span of the arches of that 
structure ? 
One, the central, is 520 feet in the clear. 
The side arches are 502 feet. 
The details relative to this great structure 
and its massive piers are matters of scientific 
record and Captain Eads was not pressed 
further regarding them. 
Regarding the next great work of Mr. 
Eads he was questioned concerning the im­ 
provement of the Mississippi river, which has 
been an engineering problem for forty years. 
Captain Eads says that the Engineering 
Commission of the United States in 1S74 
recommended the construction of a canal 
near Fort St. Philip, to connect with Breton 
bay, and thus avoid the bars at the mouth. 
H e opposed the plan, and favored deepening 
the water on the bar by parallel jetties run­ 
ning into the sea across it. 
These would 
prevent the river from spreading on its en­ 
trance into the gulf and losing its force or 
velocity, and consequently its 
power to 
carry ou its sediment. 
How was this opposition and proposition 
received by the engineers? was a-ked. 
They opposed his suggestions—at least, 
most of them—but Congress had its attention 
called to the matter, and he and his friends 
having proposed to deepen the water to 30 
feet, and to assume all the chances until they 
had-deepened the stream to 20 feet from the 
average depth of 14 feet, that body referred 
the matter to another Board of Engineers, and 
it resolved to permit him to try the plan on 
the smallest pass, though he subsequently 
gained consent to do the work on the larger 
pass. 
As a result the lowei house of Con­ 
gress passed the necessary bill, but the Sen­ 
ate objected and be was forced to begin on 
the small or South 1’asa. 
Here he found two 
bars, one in the river and one in the sea ; the 
1 first had but 14 feet of water, aud the 
i latter only 
8 
feet. 
He 
was

when

estimate called fora much greater sum, and he 
.v&s to get $500,000 when he had made a

Accordingly the Govern­ 
; ment advanced Mr. Kails $1,000,000, aud 
-ent a Board of Engineers to examine the 
work and see if further aid could properly be 
extended. 
This Board was pleased with the 
! work but thought no further advances neces­ 
sary, but Congress, when it found that nearly 
; eighty per cent, of the work was completed, 
¡advanced $750,000 more. 
In July of last 
year the depth of 30 feet was attained for a 
I width of 200 feet, aud the Government paid 
I over the $4,250,090 remaining in its hands. 
Concerning the Captain’s system of irn- 
: proving the scouring capacity of rivers, he 
has written several works. 
Last year Con­ 
gress placed him on the Mississippi River 
, Commission to devise a plan for improving 
i the navigation of that stream and to prevent 
! inundations. 
He believes that by contract­ 
ing the river high-water banks at Abe wide 
places, so as to establish uniform width 
through the alluvial sections, the stream can 
i be made of like depth from the mouth of the 
¡ Ohio clear down to the Gulf of Mexico, 
j Passing from these considerations of his past 
woi k«, and concerning which it was necessary 
j to draw out the Engineer by question, from 
, his disposition not to vaunt his achievement*, 
the R f.cord-U kion representative approached 
subjects upon which Captain Eads spoke 
more freely and with much animation, and 
the result is given by question and answer. 
Question—You have recently l>een to Eu­ 
rope ; how long since was that? 
Answer—I returned a little over six months 
; ago. 
I went there last August,

Q —Was your trip for scientific ¡Bvestiga 
tion ? 
A .—I went to examine the Suez canal and 
some of the rivers that were being improved 
in Europe. 
Q.—I believe you saw a number of exten­ 
sive and noted engineering works while there ? 
A .—Yes. 
I examined the causes of the 
I great inundation at the city of Szegedin in 
Hungary, on the Theiss river, where 0.000 
j houses were destroyed in a city containing 
1 only 0,600 houses—ten out every eleven. 
I

From thence by Constantinople I 
■ went to the Suez Canal. 
I made a thorough 
1 examination of that work. 
Q — Does the Theiss river bear any re­ 
semblance to the Sacramento? 
A .—None whatever. 
Except that it is a 
sediment-bearing stream and it is leveed in. 
Q.—Was tbedep »sit of sediment and filling 
of the river the cause of the inundation ? 
A .—No. 
Q —Has any great amount of money been 
exi>ended in the improvement of the Theiss 
river. 
A .—Y e s; a very large sum has thus far been 
expended by the Austro-Hungarian Govern­ 


ment. 
It is a very long river—over 800 miles 
long—narrow, deep and exceedingly tortuous. 
It flows through a very flat country, and hsa 
very little fall per mile. 
The levees gener­ 
ally inclose the bends of the river—that is, 
they do not follow the tortuous curves of the 
river, hut are generally built from one bend 
to another, so that in floods the stream 
is much wider than when it is within banks. 
The Government has undertaken to improve 
the river and facilitate the discharge of 
its floods by making a great number of cut­ 
offs, by which the surface slope of the river 
is deepened and the current 
accelerated. 
Szegedin is 150 miles above the mouth of 
the river, and most cf these cut-offs were fin­ 
ished above the city, but those below were 
not completed. 
The flood waters were there­ 
fore facilitated in their descent to Szegedin, 
but fiom there, the cut-offs not having been 
completed, the accelerated flow was retarded, 
and the river rose more than two feet higher 
than it had ever been known before. 
The 
levees at Szegedin are from eight to ten fe6t 
high. 
Q.—Was your object in visiting the Suez 
Caual in the line of investigating its con­ 
struction. 
A .—I wanted to inform myself as to the 
character of the Isthmus of Suez as compared 
with that of the American Isthmuq so as to 
be thoroughly informed regarding the pro­ 
posals which I have made to the United 
States Government to construct a ship rail­ 
way across the American Isthmus. 
Q.—What were your impressions iu that 
regard ? 
A .—The conditions presented by the two 
isthmuses are totally different, and that the 
ship railway Í3 the only practicable solution 
of the American problem. 
Q.—But it is reported that the Nicaragua 
canal parties have raised the money to build 
their canal. 
W ill not that interfere with the 
proposition to build a ship railway ? 
A .—The cost of building a canal, and the 
time necessary to complete it, are so much 
greater than that which is required for the 
ship railway that, although Mr. Lesseps or 
Mr. Menocal might have the money prom­ 
ised to build their canals and five years’ start 
in the work, a ship railway will be shown to 
Ire so much more economic, more advan­ 
tageous, more rapidly built and more profita­ 
ble when built, that it would inevitably be 
built and completed before either of the 
canals could be finished. 
For this reason I 
do not believe that a ship canal will be con­ 
structed across the American Isthmus. 
I 
have no confidence, however, in reports that 
the capital has been promised for a ship 
canal, either at Panama or N iearagua. 
Cap­ 
ital is excessively timid, and capitalists are 
not going to furnish money to build a canal 
at either place, when engineers of the very- 
highest standing in America and England de­ 
clare that a ship railway can be built for one- 
quarter or one-third of the cost of the canal, 
and iu one-third the time. 
The ship railway 
can also be maintained after it is buiit at as 
little cost, and will more effectually accom­ 
modate the traffic and be more easily en­ 
larged to meet increasing demands of com­ 
merce. 
Q.—About how long would it probably 
take to construct a ship railway ? 
A .—This would depend somewhat upon 
the location of the road, but one advantage 
which the ship railway possesses over the 
canal is that any location which is suitable 
for the canal is equally suitable for the rail­ 
way, while the railway may be constructed 
at several other localities where it would 
be 
impossible 
to 
construct 
a 
canal. 
Four years from 
the 
time work 
was 
commenced 
would 
be 
sufficient 
to 
have the ship railway in working order, 
and the Tehuantepec is quite as practicable 
a location tor it as Nicaragua or Panama. If 
it were located there it would also shorten 
the distance between New York and Cali­ 
fornia at least 1,300 miles over the route by 
Panama. 
Q.—What is the objection to the tide-level 
canal ? 
. 
A .—The objection lies in the enormous cost 
which is involved in its construction, and the 
enormous expenditure necessary for its main­ 
tenance afterwards. 
It has been estimated 
by Mr. Lesseps’ engineers that it will cost $168, - 
000,000 to construct the work, and this sum 
does not include interest upon the capital 
during the several years of its construction. 
His estimate for the Suez Canal was not half 
as much as its actual co3t. 
There are rea­ 
sons to believe that the real cost of the canal 
at Panama would be more than double the 
published estimate for it—at least this is 
the opinion of the ablest engineers in the 
United Stales. 
When we undertake to exca­ 
vate a canal below the ocean level there is no 
engineer wise enough to foretell what-amount 
of water the ocean will supply through 
subterranean fissures, to be pumped out 
during the excavati.n. 
It is bad enough to 
take care .of the rainfall upon the (.urface, 
which rnu-t be done in constructing any 
caual. 
This of itself at Panama is enor­ 
mous, whilst the necessity of damming the 
Chagras river, which is required by Mr. 
Lesseps’ plan, is another work the cost of 
which would be very difficult to estimate. 
Q.—You have spoken of the enormous 
cost of maintenance. 
In what would these 
consist ? 
A .—In dredging out the canal to remove 
the vast quantity of soil and material which 
would be washed down in the deep cuts into 
the canal, and in the ordinary expenses which 
attend all such works. The cost of maintain­ 
ing the Suez is about $1,200,000 per annum, 
and the hight of its banks are moderate com­ 
pared with those which would be required at 
Panama. 
Q.—What is the objection to the Nica­ 
raguan canal ? 
A .—The greatest objection which occurs 
to me is the difficulty of constructing a harbor 
at Greytown. 
I think this difficulty has 
been greatly underestimated for reasons which 
I have not time now to explain. 
Of course 
the canal would be useless even if completed, 
without good harbors at each end of it, and I 
think Greytown presents as grave difficulties 
in the way of constructing harbors as any 
point on the Isthmus. 
Another objection 
consists in the number of locks which arc re­ 
quired by the plan. 
An injury sustained by 
any one lock renders the canal useless for the 
time being until it is repaired. 
Ships must 
also enter locks with the greatest possible 
caution, to avoid injury to the gates, and such 
caution involves great delay and annoyance. 
Besides this the cost of maintenance of the 
canal will be largely increased by the cost of 
repairs involved by the locks. 
Q.—Can the cost of the ship railway be any 
more accurately foretold than that of the 
canal ? 
A .—It can be much more accurately ascer­ 
tained because a careful topographer's sur­ 
vey of the country will enable you to tell ex­ 
actly the amount of excavation necessary, 
and the work is almost wholly on the surface 
of the ground. 
It will differ but very little 
from that of ordinary railways, the cost of 
which can r.ow be very accurately deter­ 
mined beforehand. 
Q —Although you have already intimated 
that you do not wish to give opinions in ref­ 
erence to the subject of debris until you have 
fully investigated the subject, could you say 
what you regard the probabilities of improv­ 
ing the Sacramento river and overcoming the 
injurious effects from the hydraulic mining? 
A .—1 have come to California purpostly 
to examine into this question, and when I 
have done so my views will be given ofliciallv 
to the proper State authorities ; until then I 
must be excused from expressing any opinion 
upon the subject. 
In conclusion Captain Eads remarked that 
he expected to be able to fully investigate the 
subject in hand within four or five weeks, 
w hen he will agaiu return to the E.ist.

L-m hare nrooosed for one year, length of time bc- 
depot, while less elaborate than some, is one 
of the very best in the entire country in its 
general arrangement and its convenience for 
the traveling public. 
It Í3 large, airy, 
roomy, and its interior appearance pleasing 
to the eye. 
The general architectural fea­ 
tures of the depot and its size have already 
been stated in these columns, but since its 
completion and occupancy no sketch of its 
internal 
arrangements 
has 
been 
given. 
These are simple aud do not involve length­ 
ened description. 
The depot nave can ac­ 
commodate under shelter on its four tracks 
six ordinary passenger trains, and it is not 
unfrequent to see four or five made-up trains 
under the shelter at once. 
A t both the east 
aud west ends the tack spaces are large and 
the baggage reserves ample. 
The south cen­ 
ter of the structure coutaius the rooms and 
apartments which are specially devoted to 
the public. 
On the extreme west is the bag- 
gage-room, and on the extreme east the por­ 
ter’s rooms. 
Beyond these either way the 
depot building is open, with pillared supports, 
as has beeu before described iu the R kcORD- 
U nion, but between the two—completely 
fitted-up and neatly finished apartments— 
are the rooms devoted to the refreshment de­ 
partment, and as these are the main features 
of the inclosed section, to their description this 
account will bo devoted. 
The apartments 
compose what is known to the traveling pub­ 
lic as the Silver Palace Dining Saloon, which 
is under the proprietorship of Bernard Stein- 
man, who conducted the establishment of 
that name located in the old depot, formerly 
on Front street. 
The entire management of 
the dining and lunch-rooms, wine-rooms, 
bars, etc., is under the personal supervision 
of Mr. Steinman, whose acquaintance with 
the business and the demands of the travel­ 
ing public is the result of many years of ex­ 
perience and close application to the business 
of catering. 
First, on the west, the visitor 
comes to the lunch-room, a neat apartment in 
which is kept a large stock of prepared pro­ 
visions, cooked, canned, etc,, with bottled 
beverages in variety, baskets, cases, etc., for 
the preparation of travelers’ luncheons, for 
U3e in the cars. 
On this department Stein­ 
man prides himself, and declares that he can 
prepare an 
outfit to suit any passenger 
by a glance 
at 
his 
face, which gentle 
fiction can be pardoned the caterer. 
Cut 
off from the lunch room is the new telegraph 
office of the Western 
Union 
Company. 
Upon the east side of the lunch-room ¡san 
alcove opening upon a soda fountain and 
fruit coULter, which is situate upon the north 
of the ladies’ waiting room, an apartment 
next east. 30 by 25 feet in size, and fitted 
with comfortable settees for the convenience 
of ladies awaiting the arrival or departure of 
trains. 
Broad tolding doors open from this 
room upon the passengers’ platform on the 
north, and like doors protected by wire 
screens open on the south into the dining­ 
room. 
In the northeast corner is an alcove 
w indow opening into the depot ticket office. 
Back of this office, and on its south, are situ­ 
ate the lunch counters, which inclose a large 
space between the ladies’ waiting room and 
that for men. A t these counters a luncheon of 
any desired kind 
can 
be served, 
and 
the passenger 
has free 
choice to dine 
here or enter the dining-rooms beyond. 
In the first [dace he can accommodate himself 
or herself with a meal at such price as desire 
dictates, in the latter case the more elaborate 
meal is served in the dining-room for seventy- 
five cents, a figure which travelers bear tes­ 
timony to as being exceedingly reasonable. 
The waiting-room for men is the counterpart 
of that for women. 
Out of both these rooms 
and e.ther side of the lunch-counters open the 
broad doors to the very handsome dining­ 
room, an apartment 00 by 45 feet in size, 
aud set with tables to accommodate 150 per- 
sons.t This room is a cool and airy apart­ 
ment and desiiably lighted. 
The windows 
are fitted with inside blinds and wire insect- 
proof screens, like screens also being fitted 
upon every door and opening. 
The tables ate 
of varied sizes, to accommodate large or small 
groups, are spread with new and neat ware 
and handsome substantial crockery and fit­ 
tings, and the service is by experienced wait­ 
ers under the supervision of a steward of ap­ 
proved ability. 
Six double gas hangings 
light this large apartfhent at night. 
On the 
eastof the dining-room and connected with ft 
by two sets of double doors behind ’arge oval 
screens, is the kitchen, which is a model in all 
respects. 
It is large, admirably ventilated, 
and so roomy and so well fitted that the work 
of the place is carried on with the utmost 
dispatch and without the slightest confusion. 
The range in this kitchen is one of the largest 
and best in the country, and there is no ap­ 
pliance known to the best character of ranges 
that is not applied to the one in question. 
A 
drying-oven warming-closet are here to bs 
3een, and washing sinks and dripping shelve», 
etc., of the most approved character. 
In this 
department “ Joe” Daniel», one of the best 
known cook3 iu the country, presides. 
The 
kitchen, under his supervision, ¡3 as clean as 
“ my lady's parlor,” and the most scrupulous 
regard for neatness ¡3 observable in every 
nook and corner, as well as the inflexible en­ 
forcement of the rule, “ A place for every­ 
thing and everything in its place.” On the 
north of the kitchen is the pastry-room, de­ 
voted entirely to the work which its name 
implies. 
Passing out of the kitchen or, the 
east and north is the yard where the hi: s, 
storage, provision racks, etc., are found, 
itere, too, ¡3 the store-house, a large and well- 
arrauged building for the “ stock” neces­ 
sary to 
answer 
the 
constant demands 
of 
the restaurant. 
Adjoining this apart­ 
ment on the north is the butcher shop for 
cuttingnp of meats as needed for the tables. 
In this shop, where the same neatness pre­ 
vails as throughout the establishment, is a 
large refrigerator, constructed on a plan 
original with Mr. Steinman. 
When one en­ 
ters this refrigerating room from the warm 
atmosphere outside he is chilled by the sud­ 
den transition to the col if air. 
Game, fowl, 
meats anil other perishable provisions are 
kept sweet and in prime order in this cham­ 
ber for a week. 
Returning through the 
dining-room and entering the men’s waiting- 
room before described, and passing to the 
front or north side, one enters the bar and 
wine-room, where liquors and cigars are kept 
at 
retail, 
or 
fur 
passengers’ packages 
as 
required. 
This 
wine-room 
and 
bar 
is 
stocked 
with 
liquors and tobaccos 
of fine brands, 
which are selected with 
special care. 
All the California wines come 
from one of the most approved, vineyards in 
the State, where neither pains nor money is 
spared in the culture of the vine, the extrac­ 
tion of the juice of the grape, anil the proper 
preparation of wir.es. 
Were there rooms for 
lodgings attached to the establishment thus 
hastily sketched, it would be a complete 
hotel, as in all other respect?, table service, 
kitchen aud other appointments it is of the 
first-class order. 
Above the waiting-rooms 
and the ticket office is a second story, a:>- 
proached by outer stairways—all beneath 
the general 
roof of 
the great nave— 
which 
lead 
up 
in 
the 
east 
and 
west to a hanging ba!c»ny, 
opening off 
of which are the offices of Superintendents 
Pratt and White, the 
train dispatcher’s 
rooms and other offices, all being finished uni­ 
formly with the lower apartments, and ad­ 
mirably adapted to the use to which they are 
devoted, 
'lilis, in brief, is a sketch of that 
portion of the new depot in which is^ em­ 
braced the department, a visit to which at 
dinner or lunch time, or indeed any other 
time, will explain what is meant by the 
head fine of this local, “ Depot Living.”

(From exchange! of July 19th.] 
The steamer Oolima brought §5,216 70 
in treasure from Central American ports. 
Collections of internal revenue in this 
district during the past week amounted to 
§99 840 09, making a total since January 
1st of §1,610,502 65. 
George IV. Itiley, Deputy Collector in 
the Revenue Department, has been ap­ 
pointed Iuspector of Tobacco in the First 
District of California. 
Registration for the charter election 
commenced this morning. 
There were 
forty-six changes of residence recorded up 
to noon, and thirty-six new registrations. 
The case of John H. Clemetshaw, charged 
with perjury in connection with the mur­ 
der of Charles Da Young, was continued 
to Monday next in Department 11 to day. 
In St. Ignatius Church, yesterday, Rev. 
Father Sullivan said that France would be 
visited in a terrible manner by God for ex­ 
p e llin g the Jesuits and granting amnesty 
to the Communists. 
The resolutions adopted by the officials 
of the Custom-house, in respect to the 
memory of the late Paul Morrill, have 
been beautifully engrossed and framed for 
presentation to bis family. 
This morning the Free Public Library 
was opened as a circulating library. There 
have been 700 applications for cards en­ 
titling the holder to take books from the 
library. 
The library, which has been 
open but a little over a year, now comprises 
more than 30,000 volumes. 
Assessor Badlam turned over the real 
estate roll for the fiscal year 1SS0-1 to the 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors at noon 
to-day. 
The total roll amounts to §164,­ 
939,604, of which §121,732.034 is assessed 
as real estate and §43,207,570 is improve­ 
ments, showing a reduction of §2,49S,2S1 
from last year. 
Of the original panel of thirty grand 
jurors, fourteen were obtained in Judge 
Freelon’s Court Saturday afternoon. 
An­ 
other venire of fifteen was issued and 
made returnable on Saturday next, on 
which day, at 1 o’clock, I. M. Kalloch will 
be arraigned on the second information 
presented against him. 
In the Supreme Court this forenoon, it 
being the day set for hearing argument in 
the Kalloch impeachment case, appealed 
from Department No. 4 of the Superior 
Court, W . H. L. Barnes, counsel for the 
complainant, asked for a temporary con­ 
tinuance, saying that counsel on the other 
side had no objection to raise, and th at a 
day would soon be subm itted to the Court 
for its approval to take up the case.
